The shifting of Fascist leaders 
to the zone of war operations was 
begun early this month when Mus- 
solini removed 14 provincial of- 
ficials and they all volunteered for 
army service. 

The Government, meanwhile, or- 
dered a seven-day week for rail- 
way freight handlers in an effort 
to adapt the Italian transportation 
system for war needs. A degree 
published in the official gazette 
suspending the weekly day off for 
these workers said the action was 
dictated by special necessities. 
The move supplemented a decree 
of Jan. 17 authorizing railroads to 
restrict and speed up freight traf- 
fic to meet wartime demands.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP).— 
Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, expressed belief to- 
day that Great Britain could de- 
feat Germany with the aid which 
the United States would give un- 
der the “lease-lend” bill now before 
Congress. 

He gave this view at a press con- 
ference a short time after Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau, 


appearing before the Senate For- 


eign Relations Committee, had 
stated bluntly that Britain, Greece 
and China can’t continue to fight” 
unless Congress enacts the bill. 
Predicts Invasion. 

Marshall, who had appeared be- 
fore the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee earlier today, also told 
reporters that all indications were 
that Hitler would probably make 
an all-out attempt to invade Eng- 
land this spring. 

“Do you believe that Great Brit- 
ain with the aid of the United 
States could whip Germany?” 
Marshall Wwas. BEKO veces -wi.. ‘ ae 

“Yes,” he replied. 

“Do you think she could defeat 
Germany with all aid except man- 
power?” 

“I. think so,” .Marshall - replied. 
“That certainly is our hope.” 

_He then was asked specifically 
whether he believed that Britain 
could defeat Germany with the aid 
contemplated under the bill. He 
replied “yes,” but declined to 
elaborate his views. 


Strong Nazi Air Attack. 


Gen. Marshall said indications 
were that Germany probably would 
launch, an offensive against Brit- 
ain in April or May and that any 
attempt at an invasion undoubted- 
ly would begin with a remendous 
aerial attack. 

Wihout American aid, he as- 
serted, Britain’s situation would be 
extremely hazardous. 

“T think it’s a serious situation, 
one of the most critical periods in 
the history of the world,” he con- 
tinued. 

Germany, Gen. Marshall _ said, 
had never yet exerted its full air 
power. The only way to get more 
planes to Britain is to expedite 
production, he said. 

. “Can any existing equipment. be 
spared to Britain?” he was asked. 

The army was not planning to 
spare it, Gen. Marshall said, add- 
ing, “we have a need for all the 
modern equipment that has been 
delivered to us.” *

ATHENS, Jan. 28 (AU).—A smash- 
ing raid on Italy’s Central Albanian 
base at Elbasani was announced 
by the British air command today,

Royal Air Force pilots returning 
from the raid yesterday on Elba- 
sani, 20 miles southwest of Tirana, 
the Albanian capital, reported thick 
gmoke was rising from the target 
area when they headed back to 
their base. 

Tank-led Italian counter thrusts 
and low-flying attacks by planes 
which some observers believed to be 
German were said to have failed to 
stop Greek gains in Southern Al- 
bania. 

Four Tanks Destroyed. 

The Greek high command assert- 
ed four Italian tanks were de- 
gtroyed and others driven back. 
“About 90 prisoners and some auto- 
matic weapons” were reported to 
have been captured. The high 
command said the Greeks pushed 
on into some of the positions from 
which the Italians attacked. 

(Reports reaching Bitolj, Yugo- 
slavia, last night from the Albanian 
frontier said fighting all along the 
Albanian front was being intensi- 
fied, with the center of action in 
the Klisura-Tepeleni sector. Along 

. the coast, the Greeks were said to 
have driven near Dukati, 22 miles 
from Valona and 12 miles from 
Valona Bay.

An Associated Press correspond- 
ent with Greek troops on the Al- 
banian front reported that planes 
resembling German junker types 
had been bombing Greek troops 
and supply routes.

“I don’t think those planes are 
being flown by Italians,” one Greek 
officer was quoted as saying.

Attacks Made From 200 Feet. 

The planes have been diving to 
within 200 feet of the ground to 
bomb and machine-gun roads over 
which the Greek army has been ad- 
wancing. 

In the first two months of the 
war the Italians dropped only a 
few sticks of bombs in raiding Al- 
banian villages. However, in the 
last few days whole flights of Ital- 
ian bombers attacked small villages 
and attempted to wipe them out 
completely. In some raids scarce- 
ly a stone is left standing in some 
of these hamlets, and the residents 
have fled to the mountains. 

For the first time dive-bombers 
which were used so effectively in 
France by the Germans made their 
appearance over a Greek city re- 
cently, scoring two direct hits on 
@ causeway with two 1000-pound 
bombs, larger than anything the 
Italians had been using. 

(German planes have been re- 
ported ferrying troops and sup- 
plies across the Adriatic to Italian 
forces in Albania. But neither 
Berlin nor Rome has said definite- 
ly that German planes are taking 
part in the Albanian fighting, 
though they have been operating in 
the Mediterranean against Malta 
and British vessels.) 

Greek Troops “Violently” Attacked 
by Italian’ Planes, Rome Says. 

ROME, Jan. 28 (AP).—Greek 
troop concentrations and motorized 
columns in Albania have been “vio- 
lently” attacked by Italian planes, 
the high command reported today.

General Surrenders, 

An Italjan general was reported 
today to have surrendered to a 
British cavalry officer when Brit- 
ish forces, charging with fixed bay- 
onets down a hillside, pushed be- 
yond Keru toward Agordat in Ital- 
ian Eritrea. 

On this front, the Middle East 
command announced today that an 
additional 100 prisoners had been 
captured, “making a total of more 
than 1200 taken there to date.” 

Neither the identity of the Gen- 
eral nor the size of his command 
was disclosed in reports from the 
East African war theater, but 700 
prisoners were said to have been 
taken in this one charge. 

“While operations in the Agordat- 
Barentu area are progressing sat- 
ifactorily,” the headquarters com- 
munique said, “our troops continue 
to press Italian forces retreating 
from Umm Hagar.” 

Hurried Italian Retreat. 
What started as an orderly with- 
drawal by the Italians from the 
Sudanese frontier region, British 
reports say, now has become a 
hurried retreat.

Dispatches, which disclosed that 
the British had left only a skeleton 
force in Tobruk, reflected confi- 
dence in military circles that Der- 
na soon would be added to Gen. 
Sir Archibald P. Wavell’s con- 
quests. 

Italian artillery was reported fir- 
ing intermittently in an attempt to 
disrupt British preparations for an 
assault on Derna. 

The winding coastal road from 
Tobruk to Derna was described as 
seething with activity as the Brit- 
ish moved up troops, ammunition, 
equipment and supplies with vir- 
utally no opposition from the Ital- 
ian air force. 

A statement from Royal Air

LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP)—Hugh 
Dalton, Minister of Economic War- 
fare, told the House of Commons 
today that Soviet Russia was buy- 
ing cotton, copper, machinery and 
wheat from the United States to 
replace huge consignments being 
sent from Russia to Germany. 
He added that Britain hoped “it 
may be possible to take some steps 
to reduce this traffic” as a result 
of conversations now going on with 
the United States Government. 
He cited as an example a Rus- 
sian purchase of 32,000 tons of cot- 
ton from the United States in the 
last quarter of 1940 while, he said, 
“large quantities” of cotton were 
being sent from the U. 8. 8S. R. to 
Germany. 
He also said the United States 
sent 57,000 tons of copper and brass 
and 100,000 tons of wheat to Rus- 
sia in 1940, compared with “only 
negligible” amounts in previous 
years. 
Dalton said that United States 
exports of petroleum to Russia 
were 114,000 tons during 11 months 
of last year and added that both 
wheat and oil were commodities 
which “the Soviet Government has 
undertaken to supply in large 
quantities under the recent trade 
agreement with Germany.” 
Exports of oil and oil-drilling 
machinery from the United States 
to Russia in the first eight months 
of 1940 were nearly double the 1938 
total, he said.

home city, was in St. Louis today, 
determined to learn the formula by 
which this city has achieved vic- 
tory in its battle for clean air. 
He arrived yesterday, _accom- 
panied by two Pittsburgh newspa- 
per men, whose papers have given 
much space to the St. Louis story, 
thus reviving interest in smoke 
elimination in a city which, like 
St. Louis a year ago, had all but 
succumbed to the idea that “noth- 
ing can be done about it.” 

“The mounting public sentiment 
for a showdown battle against 
smoke is reflected in the number 
of letters coming into my office 
and also to the newspapers,” Dr. 
Alexander said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “There isn’t any organ- 
ized effort yet—that is a job which 
is still ahead of me. 

“I've asked qur Mayor to ap- 
point a committee of experts to 
evaluate the research already un- 


and elsewhere, and to work out 
plans to correct the condition. No 
opposition has developed but our 
City Council probably will be divid- 
ed on just how far we should go 
in a legislative way.” 

As in St. Louis until the present 
ordinance was passed, most of 
Pittsburgh’s smoke—about 72 per 
cent—emanates from home chim- 
neys, Dr. Alexander asserted. Rail- 
roads and industries have co-op- 
erate fully in observance of the 
existing smoke ordinance, which 
limits smoke from industrial chim- 
neys but does nothing about the 
residential situation. 

“While some of our 154,000 house- 
holders use coke, oil or gas, the 
great majority burn the soft coal 
which is mined plentifully in our 
area and costs from $3.75 to $5.50 
a ton,” Dr. lexander said. “Very 
few stokers'are .sed. To make mat- 
ters worse, many chimneys in pri-

Investigators Fly Over Course Tak- 
en by Plane Just Before

Federal and airline investigators 
continued their inquiry today in the 
crash early Thursday of a TWA 
sleeper plane near Lambert-St. Louis 
Field in which a pilot and one pas- 
senger were killed and six passen- 
gers were injured seriously.

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How Nazi Flyer Now in U. S. |ARMY 
Destroyed 8 Planes in Fight 


Baron von Werra Credited With Single- 
Handed Attack on English Airdrome 
After Own Ship Was Damaged.

BERLIN, Jan, 28.—First Lieut. 
Baron Franz von Werra, whose es- 
cape from a Canadian prison camp 
to New York was reported in the 
United States recently, is credited 
here with a series of exploits in- 
cluding a single-handed attack on 
an English airdrome in the course 
of which eight planes were de- 
stroyed, three in the air and five 
on the ground. 

‘The story of Von Werra’s activ- 
ities was told here by a friend, 
Waldimar Kuckuck, who said that 
Von Werra, during a flight over 
England, was engaged by English 
flyers and his plane damaged and 
his radio destroyed. leaving him 
without communication. 

Separated from his squadron, 
Kuckuk said, Von Werra saw three 
English planes preparing to land 
on a field below. Lowering his own 
landing gear and spiraling in, as 
if for a landing, Von Werra appar- 
ently avoided suspicion until he 
was in a position to attack. Two of 
the English squadron were report- 
ed destroyed in the air and a third 
brought down. 

Subsequently, in low-flying ma- 
chine-gun and cannon attacks on 
the airdrome, the Baron set fire 
to a tank wagon which exploded 
and was reported, in turn, to have 
damaged and destroyed five addi- 
tional planes on the ground. 

With warning lights showing that 
his gasoline supply was running 
low, Von Werra then headed back 
to the channel, but was unable to 
reach his base, landing instead at 
a forward field. He had been given 
up for lost by his command. 

On a later flight, Von Werra 
was shot down and taken prisoner. 


U. S. COURT ACTION 
ON FLYER DEFERRED 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 28 (AP). 
—Ralph L. Emmons, United States 


attorney for the northern district 
of New York, announced today he 
was under instructions from Wash- 
ington to take no action in court in 
the case of Baron Franz von Wer- 
ra, escaped German aviator. 

The 26-year-old flyer, Emmons 
said, appeared to be protected by 
international law following his 
flight from a Canadian prison 
train across the icy St. Lawrence 
River to Ogdensburg, N. Y., Friday 
night. 

The United States Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, Emmons said, in- 
structed him to “do nothing” in 
court in the Von Werra case “un- 
til you hear from us.” 

A warrant has been filed at Og- 
densburg by Canadian officers 
charging Yon Werra with the theft 
os the $35 rowboat he used in cross- 
ing the St. Lawrence River. 

At Washington, the German Em- 
bassy said Yon Werra was pre 
pared to turn over $35 to American 
‘authorities for the boat. The Em- 
bassy, however, maintained that 
Von Werra had not committed a 
theft. 


“This astonishing charge,” the 
Embassy said, “does not stand up 
either under civic or military law 
as practiced in most nations. As a 
prisoner of war, Baron Franz von 
Werra was justified in attempting 
escape and to-.use all reasonable 
means at his command to effect 
such an escape. Nor can the mere 
use of a small rowboat with no 
intention of appropriating it to him- 
self or keeping it beyond its use 
as a means of transportation to 
cross the river be considered as 
theft.” 7 


Von Werra was reported in se- 
clusion in New York City where he 
went after posting $5000 bail on an 
illegal entry charge on which he 
is to appear Thursday before a Fed- 
eral grand jury in Albany, N. Y.

Life Too Easy. 


Many are concluding that democ- 
racies have made a grave mistake 
in bestowing benefits upon their 
people without demanding sacri- 
fices. In return for social security, 
for instance, why should not the 
state require conscription even in 
peace? Many in England believe 
life has been made too soft and 
easy, that the real aim of education 
has been lost. You hear English- 
men talking about a freer, harder, 
simpler life. It would also be more 
secure. 

A great many Britishers are un- 
aware of an inevitable trend in 
their affairs. A great many realize 
this is a war which the people of 
the world have brought upon them- 
selves for the reason that no nation 
has done what it should have done. 
They realize this is an economic 
war and that it ought to have been 
avoided — they understand what 
part they had in causing this war, 
what part America had to do with 
it, what part the French had, what 
hart the Germans. However, they 
ean no longer indulge in the pas- 
time of regretting the past. Even 
yesterday is now the past in Great 
Britain. 

They have not yet thought their 
way clear in Britain. They are not 
sure what exactly the future ought 
to be like, but they’ at least know 
With absolute clarity what’ it ought 
It ought not to be 


& cause now that they believe in, 
they are united except for the ex- 
treme left and probably except for 
the extreme right — the extreme 
tight has not expressed itself, but 
it probably would do so quickly in 
the event of defeat.

Now take conscription. Boys like 
Michael Astor are privates now in 
the British army. Michael Tree, 
too, is a private and when I asked 
him Yone day how he was getting 
along with the other privates he 
said “splendidly,” and from the way 
he said it I knew he meant it. He 
said the boys were rough but not 
tough; he said he had learned 
more in the army than he had ever 
learned before. Officers in the 
R. A. F. are usually graduates of 
the better known British schools— 
the boys who have not received 
that type of education do not have 
much chance of advancing beyond 
the rank of sergeant. That is an 
education limitation but, from what 
I have observed, the boys among 
themselves make no_ distinction 
about their ranks. They are all 
about the same age, and if ever 
any six men come to respect one 
another on the basis alone of man- 
liness, it is the crew of a bomber. 


Bombs Shatter Caste. 


Take the bombing of British 
cities. Here we have a condition 
that has broken into a British 
caste that was more hidebound 
than any other—the bombs have 
hit the homes of the white collar 
workers, of the British middle 
class. Before the war, these people 
lived in snug little houses in the 
suburbs, they had their clipped 
hedge, their private garden, and 
they, of all people, kept up ap- 
pearances. They had a charwoman 
in to scrub—middle class ladies 
could not use their hands. They 
kept to themselves and anything 
could happen to their neighbor for 
all they cared. They would not 
speak to you if your child went 
to a less expensive school than 
theirs did. Things like iceboxes 
and the latest mode] car also 
gave them standing. 


The bombs now have crashed 
through that artificiality. Bombs 


whole street can see into a house 
that has no windows and every- 
body knows how much you paid 
for your sitting room furniture— 
everybody knows and nobody cares 
any longer. Your neighbor is now 
your friend, too, because neither he 
nor you knows when one of you 
will have to rescue the other from 
the debris of a basement. 


All of these conditions indicate 
that there is hope that the British 
will emerge from this war with a 
greater understanding of democra- 
cy as we think of it in the United 
States. Already they have learned 
that no class has a monopoly on 
courage or bravery, that none of 
them has any greater love than 
the other for England or for what 
they think England stands for. 
They are tremendously proud of 
one another at present, and that 
goes for cities as well as for peo- 
ple. London has never been so 
loved in Birmingham and Manches- 
ter as it is today, nor has Coventry 
ever been so important te London 
as it is at this momnt. 


These things, to me, cut deeper 
into British life than whether the 
rich eat at the Dorchester and 
the poor at the Lyons Corner House. 
They are even more important, I 
think, than whether the poor sleep 
for the time being in the tube and 
some of the rich sleep in th Abra- 
ham Lincoln room at the Hotel 
Savoy. These food and shelter 
problems are of the moment and 
at any time they may change. The 
best food in England will soon be 
a war ration, and sleeping in any 
shelter is a form of nightmare. 


The people of Britain, I think 
from what I saw, have rediscov- 
ered themselves. They have found 
—a little to their surprise—that 
they are a tough generation, that 
they can take what they for cen- 
turies have given. So when this 
war is over why should they not 
be willing to fight for any kind of 
rights? They ‘live now under 
worse than strike conditions. They 
will be disciplined veterans when 
this war is done. Why shouldn't 
they be tougher than ever when it 


of peace? And who says Bevin is 
apt to turn into another Ramsay 
MacDonald? 

I have to admire the working 
people of Great Britain. Under 
the present circumstances, I take 
off my hat to all of the British 
people.

How Army Shelled IronGuardists — 
Out of Luxurious Home of Auns King 


Machineguns and Field Artillery Smashed. 
Residence Before Rebels Gave Up—Muni- 
tions Maker Not There, Arrested Later.

OW to disarm the merchant 
H of death, an international man- 
ufacturer of munitions who" 
grows rich in the profits of war, 
is a moral problem in _ politics 
which has troubled not only public- 
spirited Americans like Senator 
Gerald P. Nye, but patriotic Ru- 
manians as well, 
Today Rumanians passing the 
luxurious home, in an aristocratic 
suburb, of Nicolai Malaxa, the 


arms king, could not help noticing 
that the Government, in the 
course of liquidating the Iron 
Guard, had found its own answer 
to what to do about:a merchant of 
death when protected, as was 
Malaxa, by desperate Guardists. |; 


The Rumanian remedy is a hair- 
of-the-dog formula. The require- 
ments are simple: A company of 
soldiers with rifles, two or three 
machine guns, and one, preferably 
two, pieces of field artillery. 


This mobile arsenal, which ought 
for maximum effect to have been 
manufactured *by the arms king 
himself, is drawn in motorized col- 
umn through the streets to his 
suburban mansion, where the mer- 
chant of death can usually be 
found counting his gains. 


Attack on House. 


After ringing his door bell, you 
call on him to surrender, and when 
he replies with a pistol shot from 
behind a curtain, you arrange the 
army around the house. After the 
sharpshooters have deployed to ad- 
vantage, the machine guns placed 
in the shrubbery, and the artillery 
pieces arranged so that their tra- 
jectories intersect, properly in the 
middle of the residence, the wave 
of an officer’s sword gives the sig- 
nal to fire. As the barrage be- 
comes intense, the merchant takes 
refuge in the cellar. Fire is then 
maintained until a white flag 
emerges from the basement win- 
dows or the house is so reduced 
as no longer to be a substantial 
short-range target. 

This procedure became necessary 
in the course of the civil war, when 
it was known that Malaxa had 
helped to finance the Iron Guard 
revolutionaries. He actually had, 
in the c’assic pattern of munitions 
royalty, sold weapons to both sides. 
Possibly because this double-deal- 
ing confused him as to which side 
he was on, or because he expected 
the revolution to respect his pri- 
vacy as a civilian, he failed to pro- 
vide his own side with sufficient 
artillery. Thus, even when occu- 
pied by a band uf the ablest assas- 
sins in the Iron Guard, his mansion 
could not be defended indefinitely. 


Yesterday, the snow falling 
through the roofless rooms and the 
mighty holes in the walls bore wit- 
ness to the excellence of the Ma- 


laxa artillery as served by Govern- 


ment gunners, The bronze inside 
doors, the work of Italian crafts- 
men, were seen to be unhinged. 
The imported Venetian parquet 
floors were ruined. The Floren- 
tine antique furniture had been 
chewed up with shellifire. The 
heavy silken Renaissance hangings, 
had been stripped horizontally with 
machine-gun ‘bullets. A powder of 
plaster lay over. everything. 


In one particular, however, this 
method of hoisting a merchant of 
death with his own petard failed. 
When the white flag of surrender 
appeared at the’ basement window 
and the dirty and disheveled young 
Iron Guardists marched out, sol- 
emnly throwing down their arms 
before Antonescu’s soldiers, Malaxa 
himself did not appear. Nor could 
he be found among the wounded 
youngsters lying on the basement 
floor. inside. ‘Only several hours 
later were secret agents able to fer- 
ret him out, 


Property Seized. 

Malaxa was taken to court mar- 
tial through the streets this morn- 
ing, under heavy guard, from the 
Malmaison army barracks where 
he has been quartered with ‘his 
wife, former Mjnister of*the In- 
terior Gen, Petroviscecu, and Chief 


of Detectives Ghica, all accused of 
.being accomplices in the guardist 
plot. 


During the indictment hearings, 
Malaxa has. maintained that the 
brand-new artillery, the small tank, 
the machine guns and ‘repeating 
rifles from his factory found in 
legionary hands were seized from 
his managers at gunpoint. The 
Government view is that he is cul- 
pable for willfully concealing the 
theft and doubly implicated by the 
use of his home as a fortress. 


The seizure and nationalization 
of all Malaxa’s factories was an- 
nounced officially today, along with 
the requisitioning of 40 others. For 
Malaxs, the single satisfaction in’ 
his prédicament is that his bitter- 
est rival, Max Ausschnitt; a Jewish 
arms king and estranged business 


partner, already is serving a six- fe

The State Superintendent of Schools has no ex- 
planation. Indeed, he had nothing to say worth lis- 
tening to when he was questioned as the responsible 
department head. The money-raising plea went out 
in his envelopes. The postage was supplied by one 
of his office meters. But, to quote our correspond- 
ent, he “made no definite reply”!

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CASE FOR THE AIR SAFETY BOARD. 

The case against the present setup of Federal 
aviation control is made complete in the report of 
the Attorney General’s Committee on Administrative 
Procedure, on which we commented as a whole yes- 
terday. And conversely, the case for ‘re-establish- 
ment of the Air Safety Board, abolished by the Presi- 
dent under the reorganization powers voted —_ by 
Congress, is also made complete. 

What the report says of aviation safety, in effect, 
that accidents should be investigated by an inde- 
pendent body, and that it is an unsatisfactory situ- 
ation when an agency merely investigates itself and 
the efficacy of the rules prescribed by’ itself. 

The latter is the situation now existing. The new 
Civil Aeronautics Board makes the rules and inves- 
tigates the accidents that test the efficacy of those 
rules. Under the former setup, the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority made the rules, and the Air Safety Board, 
a wholly indepegdent body, investigated the acci- 
dents and sometimes criticised the CAA’s rules. . 

Under the CAA and the Air Safety Board, a rec- 
ord of a year and a half without a fatal accident was 
set by American air lines. Since the reorganization, 
there has been a shocking series of crashes, cul- 
minating in that near Lambert Field last Thursday, 
in which two persons were killed and 12 injured. 
Whether or not this was cause and effect, Senator 
Bennett Clark expresses perfectly the attitude of ob- 
jective observers when he asserts: 

“I do not say no accidents would have occurred 
if the Air Safety Board had not been abolished. But 
its independent investigations certainly had a good 
effect.” 

The case is made for a return to the Air Safety 
Board and independent investigations. Here’s an 
opportunity for Congress.

Representative Paul K. Gibbons of Edina, who 
represents Knox County, in the northeastern part 
of the State near the Iowa line.

But what do their constituents think of them? 

How do they like being represented at Jefferson 
City by men who care neither for the good name of 
the State nor for the reputation of their party? 

WILLKIE AND DE VALERA. 

It is all right for Wendell Willkie to go over to 
Dublin, if he wants to, in an effort to persuade Prime 
Minister de Valera to turn over a few naval bases 
to the British. 

But when we first read the report from London 
that some people over there are expecting him to do 
just. that, it gave us a start. We had visions of 
Federal Marshals meeting him at the gangplank on 
his return and clamping him into irons. 

What startled us was a vague memory of the 
Logan Act, adopted by Congress back in 1799 after 
another American, one George Logan, had made an 
unofficial ambassador of himself in France. 

However, a quick reference to the ¢ld statute 
showed that it applies only when a citizen “without 
the permission or authority of the United States” 
carries on negotiations with a foreign Power “in rela- 
tion to disputes or controversies with the United 
States.” 

Since this country in no way figures in that mat- 
ter of the Irish bases, Mr, Willkie is free to try his 
hand at diplomacy in the Free State whenever he 
gets around to it. But if he does, it will ‘certainly 
prove him a glutton for punishment. Few men, hav- 
ing barely recovered from the battle royal that was 
the last campaign, would be ready to try to sell such 
a bill of goods to a customer with as much sales- 
resistance as Eamon de Valera, 
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KENNETH SIMPSON AND THE G. O. P. 

The death of Kenneth F. Simpson of New York 
at the age of 45 takes from the Republican party 
a leader of the kind which the minority can ill afford 
to lose. Mr. Simpson was a battler for an intelligent’ 
opposition. He knew that the old days were gone 
and he strove to awaken the Republican leadership 
in his State to that fundamental fact. He understood 
why the people turned to Franklin Roosevelt in 1932, 
why they re-elected him in 1936, why they broke 
precedent and returned him for a third term. 

Knowing what had happened in the country, Ken- 
neth Simpson was in a continuous battle with the 
short-sighted Republican managers in New York, who 
so lost their sense of direction that they even de- 
prived him of his place on the Republican National 
Committee last year.

HE relationship of the 40-hour week to 
T the national defense program is an ex- 
tremely important matter. 

The 40-hour week, with its penalty of time 
and one-half for overtime, is hastening em- 
ployment as mine, factory and commercial 
establishments become busier with produc- 
tion for defense. 

This ceiling for hours is now working 
just as it was intended when Congress en- 
acted it. Congress wanted the next increase 
in production to be accompanied by a com- 
mensurate increase in employment. 

It is because the overtime rule is hav- 
ing a direct effect on the economy of the 
nation that we hear: occasional protests. 
These protests would fall on deaf ears but 
for one thing. They are made in the name 
of national defense. 


Now I am a soldier. If I found the over- 


time penalty interfering with defense pro- 


duction, I would report my observation to 
the President just as fast as a sentry re- 
ports the presence of the enemy to his 
superior officer. 

I have found no such thing. Defense in- 
dustries have not been asking to be relieved 
of the overtime penalty. I have had no com- 
plaints from the airplane industry, for in- 
stance. The protests to the Wage and Hour 
Division have been coming largely from 
wholesalers and canning factories, very few 
from manufacturers. ' 

Instead, I find that the National Defense 
Commission regards the overtime penalty 
as an important implement in stimulating 
employers to train new workers, to organize 
second or third and even fourth shifts. 

“The Friday night blackout” was men- 
tioned by Defense Director William S. Knud- 
sen as one of the causes of our unsatisfac- 
tory production performance. Defense in- 
dustries will have to learn to operate like 
continuous-operation industries, such as steel 
or glass-making. These industries always 
have been run on @ seven-day basis and for 
years have done it with shifts of men work- 
ing short hours. 

ere it cannot be avoided, the overtime 
rate must be paid. The machinery of pro- 


duction should be kept going on a six or 
seven-day basis and not left idle two days a 
week. 

Mr. Knudsen asked me to stress one 

thing. “What the National Defense Com- 
mission wants,” he told me, “is more ma- 
chine hours. Machines, if properly cared 
for, can work 168 hours a week without tir- 
ing. Men can’t. I know from my own expe- 
rience,” he said, “that 10 hours a day is too 
much. A man who works at a machine 10 
hours a day is good for about eight and one- 
half hours normal] production.” 
’ Such expansion of production is quite pos- 
sible. It is easy to exaggerate localized 
shortages of skilled labor. Our employment 
reserves must total more than 8,000,000. 

To add properly organized shifts of men 
is an economy, not an extravagance. The 
increased volume of production resulting is 
likely to be at a lower cost per unit. As 
the men work on the same machines, there 
is no increase to overhead. 

People are being given an exaggerated 
idea of, the cost of the overtime. Where it 
is necessary to work a shift of men 48 
hours and pay them time and a half for 
the last eight hours, the cost of labor in- 
creases by almost 8 per cent. 

But labor cost is not the whole story. 
Labor cost is usually less than one-fourth 
the product cost. That is because the cost 
of overhead and the cost of raw materials 
are far greater than the cost of the labor. 
Should labor cost be one-fourth product cost 
(and it is usually lower) the increased cost 
of the product is less ‘than 2 per cent. 

Less than 2 per cent! That is the added 
cost item which seems to be causing so 
much alarm. Manufacturers are not alarmed 
about it. Industry is not asking to have

Labor must be dealt with in good faith if 
we are to enter this dangerous new era 
with national unity.

Lived in Six Countries.

She stayed for vary- 
ing periods in Switzerland, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, France, Holland 
and Luxembourg. She wrote and 
directed her own show, “The Pep- 
permill,” which had 1034 perform- 
ances. 

“In spite of my success there,” 
she continued, “I decided to come 
to America and become an Ameri- 
can citizen. Why did I so decide, 
at a moment when Europe was 
still in the midst of peace and 
when there did not seem to be any 
reason for keeping away from it? 
I did so for two reasons, mainly. 

“First, in all the European coun- 
tries mentioned above (and in oth- 
ers I occasionally visited without 
having lived there) the foreigner, 
the alien always will remain a for- 
eigner and an alien, even if he 
should be trying his very best to 
adapt himself to the customs and 
language of his hostess, even if he 
truly loves his hostess, even if it 
is his greatest desire to serve his 
hostess to the best of his abilities. 

Europe and the Foreigners. 

“You cannot immigrate into any 
European country; but this techni- 
cality ts not the decisive problem 
in question. The decisive point is 
the attitude of both the population 
and the authorities of all of these 
overcrowded European countries, 
an attitude which will admit some 
foreigners, for humanitarian or ma- 
terial reasons, but will not grant 
him the right to feel himself really 
and definitely at home.

“America has’ not only become 
the hostess of countless European 
refugees, but also the true father- 
land of European culture and civ- 
ilization itself,” she asserted. “Eng- 
land is fighting for the sake of this 
culture™Aand civilization which are 
being threatened all over the world. 
“So long as she keeps on fight- 
ing, while America, ‘the arsenal 
of democracy,” keeps on doing both 
—aiding Britain and giving shel- 
ter to European culture and its 
representatives—all will be well.” 
Lived in Six Countries. 
Miss Mann came to the United 
States in 1936, having lived in six 


Germany in 1933, soon after Hitler 
came to power. She stayed for vary- 
ing periods in Switzerland, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Franée, 
and Luxembourg. She wrote and 
directed her own show, “The Pep- 
permill,” which had 1034 perform- 
ances. 

“In spite of my success there,” 
she continued, “I decided to come 
to America and become an Ameri- 
can citizen. Why did I so decide, 
at a moment when Europe was 
still in the midst of peace and 
when there did not seem to be any 
reason for keeping away from it? 
I did so for two reasons, mainly. 
“First, in all the European coun- 
tries mentioned above (and in oth- 
ers I occasionally visited without 
having lived there) the foreigner, 
the alien always will remain a for- 
eigner and an alien, even if he 
should be trying his very best to 
adapt himself to the customs and 
language of his hostess, even if he 
truly loves his hostess, even if it 
is his greatest desire to serve his 
hostess to the best of his abilities. 

Europe and the Foreigners. 

“You cannot immigrate into any 


|European country; but this techni- 


cality ts not the decisive problem 
in question, The decisive point is 
the attitude of both the population 
and the authorities of all of these 
overcrowded European countries, 
an attitude which will admit some 
foreigners, for humanitarian or ma- 
terial reasons, but will not grant 
him the right to feel himself really 
and definitely at home. 
“Second, while the European 
countries did not seem to care too 
much for what had happened in 
Germany; while they didn’t seem 
to be vitally interested, America 
did care. America was interested. 
In spite of the separating oceans, 
the American public seemed to be 
far better informed of European 
events than .were the European 
peoples themselves.

“War,” he said, “is a straight 
road to Fascism. 


“I am not,” he continued, “an iso- 
lationist. America should, how- 
ever, go to Europe as a peace 
‘maker not a warmaker. It is not 
yet time for a negotiated . peace, 
but when exhaustion sets in and 
there comes a slump in civilian mo- 
rale, then will be the time for 
America to take the initiative for 
peace. By dealing with peoples 
rather than governments, the es- 
tablishment of an equitable world 
order is possible.”

As the 
result plainly discloses Britain’s 
strategy, the schedule’s exact fig- 
ures are naturally the most closely 
guarded military secrets, communi- 
cated by Purvis only to the Presi- 
dent, and by the President only to 
three or four of the most respon- 
sible men in the Government. 

Two things about the schedule 
are known, however. First, it is 
based on the expectation that Brit- 
ain will survive the terrible time 
immediately ahead, will gather 
strength next winter, and with arms 
from the United States will under- 
take a great offensive in the spring 
of 1942. This expectation is under- 
stood to have been impressively doc- 
umented, and particularly with re- 
spect to’ the possibility of an effec- 
tive offensive. Second, however, 
the quantities of arms asked for 
from this country are almost astro- 
nomical. Even William 8S. Knud- 
sen, ordinarily .so phlegmatic, was 
briefly shaken when he saw how 
many more planes and ships were 
wanted. And although he and his 
production experts think they can 
do the job in time, a prompt start 
and grim concentration of every 
ounce of national energy are both 
urgently necessary for success. 


The Folly of Delay. 


F the policy of aid-to-Britain 

means anything, its purpose is 

not merely to get the British 
through the spring and summer. 
On the contrary, its purpose is to 
assist the British to rid the world. 
for good and all, of the universal 
threat of the new tyrannies. If 
this is to be accomplished, the 
United States must begin to take 
the long view, gearing its output 
to the British war plan, and avoid- 
ing both foolish delay and foolish 
underestimation of the task in 
hand.

Beans and peas are practical- 
ly exhausted. Consequently today’s 
actual ration is not much more 
than one-third of that in Britain 
and Germany.”

As Germany for years and 
Britain for months have devoted 
much more than 50 per cent of 
their production to war uses, we 
should not boggle at the attendant 
sacrifices. 

Sacrifices will be useless, how- 
ever, so long as some system of 
financing the British war effort 
remains to be approved.

To the Members of the 
General Assembly of Missouri: 


W. believe that you and your fellow mem- 
bers know that, in the public interest and for the stability 
of our own industry, we have consistently advocated the 

-enactment and enforcement of laws designed to better 
effect the regulation of the retail distribution of alcoholic 
beverages. We recognize and appreciate the work done by 
the Legislature and by the State authorities to that end. We 
are aware, as we feel sure you and they are, that experience, 
in the practical application of such laws often develops 
the need for amendments which will aid in more effec- 
tively accomplishing the basic purposes of the original 
law. We have not only closely observed the work of the 
State’s inspectors, and the difficulty which confronts them 
in enforcing these laws as they are now written; but with 
investigators employed by us we have endeavored to seek 
out violators and thereby supplement enforcement. 


In the interest of every law-abiding citizen of 
Missouri, and for the better protection of the brewing in- 
dustry in which are invested so many millions of capital, 
which, with its allied industries, employs a vast number of 
workers, and contributes heavily to the State and local 
revenues, we now urge the enactment of laws which will: 


i: Effectively put a stop to drinking after hours 
on licensed premises. Much confusion exists and 
enforcement is difficult because licensed premises 
are not required to actually close at a specified 
hour. They are, according to official interpreta- 
tion, required only to cease sales. If an actual 
closing of the doors of such premises were re- 
quired, the officers would be materially aided in 
their enforcement duties; 


2. Stop the growing practice of after-hour 
drinking at unlicensed “set-up” places: The pres- 
ent law does not fully protect the law-abiding 
licensee since it does not prevent the establish- 
ment of unregulated “set-up” places. Such places, 
flourish chiefly upon business coming to them 
after licensees have ceased their sales. Licensees 
are entitled to protection against such practices. 
In keeping with the spirit of the law, we suggest 
the enactment of measures designed to prevent 
consumption of alcoholic beverages in public 
places after the hours for cessation of sales; 


3: Require applicants for permits under the 
Non-intoxicating Beer Law to meet substantially 
the same requirements as are exacted of appli- 
cants for permits under the liquor law; 


4. Require by appropriate enactment a non- 
partisan administration of these laws, by placing 
their administration under laws similar to those 
under which our excellent and efficient State 
Highway Patrol now operates. The advantages 
to flow from such a law and its strict enforce- 
ment are too obvious to require comment.

What to Do From the Time You Rise Until You Prepare for Bed in

BT’S discard those haphazard 
L hit-or-miss beauty methods and 
put oyrselves on a 24-hour 
health and beauty plan! Such a 
must be systematic—and 
automatic—if beauty care is to 
escape being an oft-neglected chore. 
First in our day’s plan is getting 
off to a good start. Don’t start 
your day with a “bang.” Take your 
time about becoming wide awake 


instead of bouncing up the instant. 


you open your eyes. 

‘Before you get out of bed, have 
a good stretch. Raise the arms 
above the head, yawn and 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h! Bend the body from 
side to side, stretch the arms and 
legs. This.is an excellent exerciser 
for many muscles, and it is just 
mild enough. \Do this stretching 
for a few minutes then get up and 
try this: Stand on tip-toe, raise 
both arms high above the head and 
stretch tall. Then bend at the 
waist—forward, to the right, back- 
ward and to the left. Do this sev- 
eral times. 

The best time for strénuous set- 
ting-up exercises is not immediately 
-after rising. Those few minutes of 
limbering and stretching, yes—but 
for a real workout wait until later 
in the day or evening. 


Now for those little things that 
make for good grooming. A liquid 
perspiration check may be applied 
before the bath, giving it time to 
dry as you work on your nails or do 
your limbering exercises. You need 
a deodorant preparation, too, such 
as the afterbath cream type; make 
this an unbreakable habit. The 
teeth should be brushed  thorough- 
ly, massaging the gums and using 
a sweeping motion to clean be- 
tween the teeth, 


The habit of hopping under a cold 
shower immediately after rising 
may pep up some girls immensely, 
but it’s too much for most of us. 
A cold spray of water may be too 
stimulating, too sudden a shock, 
and it is usually more advisable to 
compromise on lukewarm shower 
or bath. 


Allow yourself time to dress and 
eat breakfast without having to 
rush. Don’t just hurriedly wash 
down a slice of toast with a few 
swallows of coffee, even if you're 
counting the calories. For a break- 
fast that contains a good share of 
the “protective” foods, that fur- 
nishes vitamins and give you energy 
to start your day’s work, take or- 
ange juice or grapefruit, whole grain 
cereal with milk or cream, one slice 
of whole wheat toast with butter, 
and your coffee (or tea or milk). 
An egg may be added, too.

ule, You home girls have no ex- 


cuse for skimping on your exercise, 
fresh air,,sunshine and relaxation, 
and you career gals should make 
a special effort to get your share 
after hours. 


Among the beauty hazards to 


watch for during. day-time hours, 


is poor posture. The girl with a 
desk job may form the habit of 
letting her shoulders droop—but how 
can she stand pert and straight aft- 
er hours, if she’s not that way on 
the job? : 

Just sit straight, not stiff as a 
ramrod, but body erect and at ease. 
Hold up your head and raise your 
chest. Pull in the abdomen, just 
as in standing. When you are work- 
ing for a long time at a typewriter 
or desk, let the feet rest flat on 
the floor, side by side, knees to- 
gether. When you have to bend 
over your desk to write, don’t just 
collapse forward at the waist, but 
bend the whole body forward from 
the hips. 

In a stand-up job, the posture 
may settle into a “fatigue” pose— 
chest and shoulders drooping, back 


curved and abdomen not held in. 


Once you make it a habit, it’s easier 
to stand correctly, with the head 
and chest up, abdomen flat, back 
straight. For a stand-up job, heels 
should not be too high; low heels 
are less tiring on leg and back 
muscles. |

T lunch time, take a brisk 

walk if you’ve been cooped up 

indoors all morning. Don’t 
huddle over a book or kill time at 
your luncheon table; now’s your 
chance to get some of that fresh 
air and sunshine that you need. 

Here are some mild mid-day ex- 
ercises that you can do if you are 
unable to get out and walk: Stand 
with hands on hips and lift the 
right knee quickly up toward the 
chest. Lower and do the same with 
the left. Repeat 10 times. 

Here’s a lunch suggestion that’s 
not fattening: tomato juice, blue 
plate of rger or lean meat 
with green vegetables, or a salad 
(without dressing);,one apple and a 
glass of: milk. Whether or not 
you eat bread and butter depends 
on your weight! 

If you haven’t had any outdoor 
exercise during the day, your sched- 
ule should allow time for a two-

ity. A walk after work is refresh- 
ing and stimulating. Take long 
steps, swinging the legs from the 
hips, pointing the toes straight 
ahead. 

At night the skin, hair and 
hands should be given special care. 
The face may be thoroughly 
cleansed by washing with mild soap 
and lukewarm water. This wash- 
ing can be preceded by a cleansing- 
cream application if you like. Aft- 
er bathing the face, a cold cream 
containing lanolin may be applied 
and the excess wiped off with tis- 
sue. 

Give your scalp its evening 
work-out, brushing over the entire 
head to loosen and remove scales 
and to stimulate the scalp. Don’t 
forget to save at least three min- 
utes for bedtime tooth brushing 
and gum massaging. 

Evening is the time for your spe- 
cial calisthenics; if they are stren- 
uous and stimulating, then do them 
earlier than just before bedtime. 

On going to bed, open the win- 
dows wide for adequate ventilation, 
but don’t let the air blow directly 
on you. Have bedclothes that are 
warm but not too heavy, and a 
comfortable bed. And now for 
eight hours of sleep. 


How Ductless 
Glands Work 
In Human Body

T is not surprising that the 
| auctiess glands were not discov- 

ered until comparatively recent 
times. Even the most painsteking 
of the older anatomists missed 
them. They are tucked away in 
inaccessible nooks in the body and 
look as if they were part of near- 
by organs. The first to be noticed 
and described was the thyroid 
gland. In countries where enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid gland —goiter 
—prevails, it naturally would de- 
mand attention. When a function 
was ascribed to it, the idea was 
first advanced that it was the seat 
of the : dul. 

The thyroid is typical of all the 
rest of them. They are called “en- 
docrine” or “ductless” glands be- 
cause they are evidently of glan- 
dular structure, yet they pour 
their secretion directly into the 
blood stream.:The salivary glands, 
by contrast, pour their secretions 
by way of their ducts into the 
mouth cavity, and re can obtain 
that secretion, analyze it and 
study what it does. About the ae- 
cretions of the ductless glands we 
have to infer a good deal more 
than actually study. 

After the thyroid, the pituitary 
gland hanging from the base of 
the brain was discovered; and then 
the adrenals perched one on top of 
each kidney; then the parathy- 
roids behind the thyroid; and the 
islets of Langerhans, which are 
enmeshed in the body of the pan- 
creas; then the reproductive glands 
were added to the list. 

The purpose of these glands was 
obscured too for a long while be- 
cause they preside over functions 
that we take for granted. Growth, 
for instance. Everybody assumes 
that we grow because, like Topsy, 
we “just growed.” But elements in 
the body preside over this and the 
ductiess glands secrete those ele- 
ments. Besides growth, they con- 
‘trol general body functions—heat, 
nutrition, fat distribution—repro- 
duction and the subconscious life 
processes like blood pressures, in- 
testinal movements, etc.

game standard of safety that Kan- 
sas City has attained, it is estimat- 
ed that we could reduce traffic 
deaths to an annual figure of 44— 
which means a saving of 64 human 
lives from the total of the 1940 
slaughter. 

Traffic experts agree that the 
first step to be taken by any city 
seeking an effective traffic safety 
campaign to fit that city is a thor- 
ough- study of its present traffic 
laws and how they can be modern- 
ized to meet modern traffi¢ condi- 
tions. The volume of traffic in St. 
Louis increases year after year, 
but our traffic control system and 
methods of enforcement ‘have re- 
mained the same, with the excep- 
tion of a few minor changes. 

St. Louis has thousands of auto-

hibits a left turn. At others a left 
turn is made before the ‘go’ 
signal and at others after the ‘go’ 
signal. At most intersections a 
right turn is made on the green 
light, but at some it may be made 
at all times. None of the signals

left turn may be made on a green 
light except at a few exceptional 
intersections, although the general 
practice in almost all cities is to 
make the turn on a green light.” 

St. Louis drivers, long accus- 
tomed to being prohibited from 
making a left turn on the green 
light,. may regard this as a safety 
hazard but Morse explains the sit- 
uation as follows: . 

“Take Lindell boulevard, for in- 


stance, and you have an example 
of how drivers speed up to ‘make’ 
the green light. The facts are, 
that by permitting a left turn on 
the green light, an automobile 
driver never knows when the car 
ahead of him may be contemplat- 
ing a left turn and he automati- 
cally slows down at the intersec- 
tion and does not try to beat the 
light.”

signals remain on St. Louis streets 
where traffic has been reduced far 
below this minimum because of 
shifting population or the building 
of new and improved .thorough- 
fares. 

Another “sign” hazard pointed 
out by Morse was the dotting of 
such streets as North Kingshigh- 
way, north of Natural Bridge with 
signs at each corner. There and 
on various other main arteries 
signals require a stop at practi- 
cally every corner and the motor- 
ist to avoid a series of stops 
drives on side streets, narrower 
and more hazardous.

ORSE advocates that St. Louis 
M adopt a plan similar to that in 

force in Kansas City of being 
helpful to the motorist instead of 
placing all responsibility upon the 
individual automobile driver, 


“The benefits of selling safety 
to the public by conducting a con- 
structive sales campaign is illus- 
trated by Kansag City’s remarkable 
safety record,” he points out. 
“Passing laws and making a large 
number of arrests does not pre- 
vent accidents. Enforcement offi- 
cials should attack the problem 
from the standpoint of accident 
prevention and not from the view 
of penalizing everyone who may 
commit a violation.” 


St. Louis’ spasmodic fits about 
enforcement of traffic regulations 
is illustrated by Morse in the pro- 
posal to tighten the drivers’ license 
law by fining. every person who 
happens to leave his driver’s li- 
cense in his other coat. ? 

“This,” says Morse, “is carrying 
enforcement of the law to an 
absurd degree and will merely 
breed more disrespect for the law. 
We have been too prone to enact 
new laws without a thorough study 
and discussion of the problem to 
be solved and the effects of the 
proposed laws. Dealing with traf- 
fic violations covers a broad scope 
and an accident prevention pro- 
gram cannot be based upon the 
single suggestion of the passage 
of a law.” 


St. Louis, with a population of a 
little more than twice that of Kan- 
sas City, has only 184 officers in 
her traffic division as compared to 
the 140 of the Traffic and Safety 
Division of the Kansas City Police 
Department, and yet safety on the 
streets is the biggest police prob- 
lem that St. Louis faces. And be- 
cause there is more glamor to the 
catching of thieves, robbers and 
murderers, the problem of traffic 
safety, with little glory but a great 
amount of work, has been neg- 
lected. 

St. Louis eannot hope to solve 
her traffic safety problem by the 
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simple procedure of posting bill- 
boards asking motorists to co-oper- 
ate or by hanging crepe on lamp 
posts at the spot where some fatal 
accident has occurred. Traffic en- 
gineers agree that to show results, 
any traffic safety campaign must 
be based on the three E’s of educa- 
tion, engineering and enforcement 
and city officials need no longer 
experiment in these fields. Other 
cities in the United States, includ- 
ing Kansas City which now holds 
the record for being the safest of 
any ‘city over 250,000 population, 
have education, engineering and 
enforcement programs which have 
proved efficient. Yale and North- 
western universities offer courses 
designed to give police officers and 
motor vehicle administrators a 
knowledge of the fundamentals of 
traffic safety. St. Louis, to ‘date, 
has not one man connected with 
her traffic safety program who has 
taken such a course. 

One item emphasized by the uni- 
versity courses in traffic safety 
and by Lieut. Henry W. Johnson 
of Kansas City’s model Traffic and 
Safety Division is pedestrian pro- 
tection. Records show that each 
year the greatest number of fatal 
accidents occur. to - pedestrians, 
who are just as much and as im- 
portant a part of traffic as motor 
vehicles. Conditions in St. Louis 
are particularly bad in pedestrian 
traffic. Automatic signals in use 
here are not timed to break traffic 
so the pedestrian will have a clear 
path on both sides of the street 
at intersections between signals. 

In downtown traffic, officers pay 
little attention to pedestrian traf- 
fic. They permit dozens of people 
to get to the middle of the street 
and when the officer has cleared 
motor vehicle traffic, he immedi- 
ately changes his signal and leaves 
the pedestrians stranded in the 
middle of the street. 

It has been estimated that an 
additional $300,000 above what is 
now spent per year would provide 
St. Louis with a working safety 
program, based upon that of Kan- 
sas City or other cities whose 
safety programs have proved effi- 
cient. Users of the streets and the 
Municipal Bridge contribute over 
$3,000,000 annually to the city. The 
city courts collect almost $200,000 
per year in fines and costs. The 
required portion of this revenue 
used by the city in scientific acci- 
dent prevention work would save 
many lives and take one more blot 
off the city’s reputation. 

St. Louis whipped her smoke 
problem. What has been done with 
smoke can be done in the saving 
of human lives through the adop- 
tion of an intelligent traffic gafety 
program.

Declarer had in sight one spade, 
two high clubs, two hearts and one 
diamond. This total of six tricks 
might be augmented in several 
ways. A favorable diamond posi- 
tion might produce two additional 
diamond tricks, but it was hardly 
possible that the diamonds could 
lie so favorably that declarer could 
win four tricks in the suit. The 
greatest chance for the ninth trick 
appeared to be through the estab- 
lishment of a long heart in dummy, 
if this could be done without let- 
ting West on lead. Declarer pro- 
ceeded to operate on that basis. 

He led a low diamond and fin- 
essed dummy’s ten spot. East won 
with the jack and returned a low 
heart. Declarer won, and again 
finessed diamonds. This time the 
queen held and, after cashing the 
ace, a heart was led from the dum- 
my, East made an heroic effort 
to create an entry in his partner’s 
hand, by putting up the queen, hop- 
ing declarer would win this and 
that West then would contro] the 
heart suit with the jack. But de- 
clarer did not “fall.” He politely 
made East a present of his queen, 
After that there was no defense. 
Declarer won the heart return and, 
when the jack dropped, could claim 
nine tricks.
